A KING'S SUICIDE. 


THE DEPOSED BAVARIAN MONARCH ENDS 
HIS LIFE BY DROWNING. 


His Physician Tries to Save Him, but Shares 
His Fate—Fruitless Efforts to Resuscitate 
Both Men—The Mad King’s§ Extravagant 
Career—His Brother, Count Otto, Succeeds 
Him on the Throne. 


Muxron, June 14.—Ludwig, who was recent - 
ly deposed from the Bavarian throne, com- 
mitted suicide at6 o’clock yesterday evening. 
He had gone out for a promenade in the park 
of the Berg Castle, accompanied by Dr. God - 
den, his physician. The King suddenly threw 
himself into Starnberg Lake and was drowned, 
The physician jumped into the water to rescue 
the King and was also drowned. 

The watch worn by Fing Ludwig, and which 
was on his person when his 
corps® was recovered from the lake, had 


stopped at 6:45 o’clock last evening. 
EFFORTS AT RESUSCITION. 

Dr. Mueller and Hubert, the King’s steward 
had the bodies of Ludwig and 
Dr. Gudden conveyed to the 
Berg Castile, and placed on beds. 
Although there was neither any perceptible 
respiration nor pulse movement in either 
body, Dr. Muller and his assistants of the am- 
bulance corps attempted to restore anima- 
tion in both, and only ceased their efforts at 
resuscitation at midnight, when life was 
pronounced extinct in both cases. King Lud- 
wig’s suicide has cast a deep gloom over 
Munich. Now it is seen plainly that the 
people were deeply attached to the King, and 
evidences are everywhere manifest of the 

opular sorrow caused by his tragic death. 

he police have issued the following bulletin: 

The King quietly submitted to s advice 
of the Medical Commission and left for Berg 
Castle. Yesterday evening His Majesty went 
out for a walk in the —4 in 
company with Dr. Gudden. Their pro- 
longed absence caused anxiety at the castle. 
The park and the shores of Lake Starnberg 
were searched and the bodies of the King and 
Dr. Gadden were found in the water. Both 
showed slight signs of animation. Eftorts to 
restore life, however, were unavailing.’’ 

KING OTTO. 

At100’clock this morning the Generals of 
the Bavarian army met and took the oath of 
allegiance to King Ludwig’s brother, Otto, who 
at once assumes the title of King under the 
name of Otto the First. Heis three years 
younger than Ludwig was, having been born 
April 27, 1848. Otto, however, will be 
siinply nominally King, as he is mentally inca- 
pabie of government, and Prince Luitpold, his 
uncle, will remain Regent, The Generals of 
the army have taken the oath of allegiance to 
Prince Luitpold as Regent. The Bavarian 
troops took oaths similar, to those sworn by 
the Generals. 

THE LATE KING. 

MunicH, June 14.—The Medical Commission, 
which examined the late King Ludwig report 
that he had ordered the members of the 
Ministerial Deputation, headed by Count 
Holstron, who called upon him to procure 
his consent to aregency, to be flogged until 
they bled and then have their eyes extracted. 
Before his death the belief was spread among 
the common people of Bavaria that the 
King’s position was illegal. The people 
did not believe he was insane. Procautions 
had been taken to prevent the populace from 
rising to restore the King. 

THK KING’S CAREER. 

Ludwig was born at Nymphenburg, August 
r succeeded to the throne in the 
early’ part of 184. From his earliest child- 
hood he was sickly, peevish and obsti- 
nate and exhibited weakness of mind. 
Every effort was made Dy his parents to induce 
him to take an interest in his studies and in 
affairs of State, but without avail. His only 
hopeful trait was his intense love of music; a 
single note would rouse him from a condition 
of mental blankness as if by magic. His 
progress in music was marvelous, his teach- 
ers being in raptures over his wonderfui tal- 
ent, butin bis other studies, tutor after tutor 
was tried without success. It was only after 
he had long passed the usual age that 
he learned the first rudiments of reading. 
When he had sufficiently mastered the ele- 
ment branches of education he stopped, 
only using his knowledge as far as it was neo- 
essary to read the trashiest novels and most 
useless literature. He acquired 4 
knowledge of the French language 
shortly aiter, so as to be able to read French 
novels which, being more sensational than 
those in his own language, suited him better. 
He was of the most exclusive disposi- 
tion from his earliest days; he 
avoided anything that had the appearance 
of companionship, and as may be observed 
from his later life, this peculiarity had grown 
to such a degree that he was little short of 

A CONFIRMED HERMIT. 

For the interests and advancement of music 
he would do anything, and itis owing to him 
that Wagner and his music have reached the 
prominent position which they now stand. 
Shortly after his accession to the throne he had 
the Hof Theater in Munich entirely remodeled 
and engaged a large and talented company to 
produce plays and operettas adapted from 
romantio noveis. One of these novels 
was from Wagner’s pen. The King was so 
pleased with the first one that he had others 
produced, and finally sent or the 
author himself and established him at 
the head of the theater, spending 
aly large sums of money for the support of 

oth, The only thing he asked in return was 
would that whenever he pleased the perform- 
ances be given for himself exclusivelyjand for a 
time the performances would take place 
two or hree times a week with the 
Mad King,“ as the only auditor, in his dark- 
ened box hidden away from the sight of the 
actors, Every precaution was taken to avoid 
publicity; the passage from his palace to 
his favorite theater was closed and coyered. 
Hiscarriages were models of magnificence, 
but closed. He would make periodical visits to 
his different castles, of which he had seven, 
with.the greatest secrecy. 

HIS EXTRAVAGANCE 

was unparelieled, his own private palace 
in Munich being fitted up regardless of all ex- 
pense and for his own use, no one 
excepting his uncle, Otto, having free admis- 
siontoit. Itis stated that not one out of 
every five thousand inhabitants of Munich 
ever saw the inside of their sovereign’s home, 
He always was a confirmed woman hater; the 
only person of the female sex he allowed in 
his palace was his old mother who was con- 
fined to a distant portion of the castle and 
was neyer allowed to see her son.

LEGG vs. JOHNSTON. 


The Exposition Manager and His Mining 
Investment for a Friend. 


The damage suit of J. B. Legg, the architect, 

ainst Superintendent J. H. Johnston of the 
Exposition was called this morning before a 
jury in Judge Barclay’s court. This is a some- 
what peculiar case, the architect claiming 
$1,712 from the Exposition manager 
on the ground of alleged frand 


and deceit in a mining speculation. Mr. Legg 
alleged that he made the acquaintance of Mr. 
Johnston when the former was engaged in 
the Exposition building supervising the erec- 
tion. he Johnstons were strangers in the 
city at that time and the Leggs opened their 
doors to receive them with hospitality 
every Sunday. A warm friendship sprang up 
between the ladies of each family, and Mr, 
Johnston won the entire confidence of Mr. 
Legg. The latter alleged that Mr. Johnston

APPROACHED HIM 
with reference to a mining investment 
at Georgetown, Colo. He tol 
Mr. Lege that he had an 
interest in the mine, and the other parties in 
interest were C. J. McClure, O. H. Morris, and 
J.A. Noone. The same parties and one Gua- 
nella were likewise interested in another 
iece of mining property in the vicinity.

handed over $1,500 in cash 

to Mr. Johnston gave him a 
note for the balance, $1,000. This note, he 
alleges, was paid subsequently. He also 
alleged that he paid $125 subsequently for the 
expense of developing the mine. In August, 
1885, Mr. Legg visited Georgetown and then 
discovered that he had been deceived as to the 
amount paid for Noone’s interest and that 
Noone had only received $1,000. He also dis- 
covered that the other representations of Mr. 
Johnston as to the expenses for developing 
the property were false. 

JOHNSTON’S DEFENSE. : 

Mr. Legg occupied the witness-stand 
the greater portion of the day and 
was followed by Mr. Johnston in his 
own defense. Heentered a strong denial of 
any misrepresentation in the matter, and con- 
tended that it was a clear case of contract 
made over Mr. Legg’s own signature, and that 
he had no standing in court under such cir- 
cumstances.

A FIVE-ROUND FIGHT. 


CHARLEY MITCHELL AND PATSEY CARDIF# 
HAVE A MILL AT MINNEAPOLIS. 


Some Hard and Scientific Hitting—The Match 
Declared a Draw—Mitchell Declares Car- 
diff the Best Man He Has Met for Some 
Time—The Contest by Bounds. 


Charles Mitchell and Patsey Cardiff met 
according to agreement at Washington Rink, 
in Minneapolis, last Friday night, and had 
a five-round glove contest. Both 
men were in good form, and 
each was earnestt in his work. A large 
crowd witnessed the fight and some money ts 
said to have changed hands. Three-ounce 
gloves were to have been used, but the police 
insisted on five-ounce gloves and these were 
finally agreed to. The details of the contest 
are as follows: 


° FIRST ROUND, 

After cautious sparring on both sides 
Mitchell’s left flew out like lightning and 
Cardiff received it solid in the abdomen. He

THE PREMIER’S MANIFESTO BITTERLY 
ORITICISED BY HIS OPPONENTS. 


Comments of the English, Scotch and Irish 
Press—Mistaken Policy on the Irish Ques- 
tion—The Comte de Paris Declines Queen 
Victoria’s Hospitality—The United States

THE TIMES. 

The Times pronounces Mr. Gladstone's man- 
ifesto argumentatively and historically weak. 
It don’t offer a single argument to prove that 
coercion is the only alternative policy to home 
rule for Ireland. Mr. Chamberlain gave one 
alternative other than coercion, and Mr. John 
Morley suggested a fourth by admitting that 
itis possible to govern Ireland as a crown 
colony. When the worst comes to the worst, 
it is always open to Englishmen to say they 
prefer separation pure and simple to yielding 
to the intolerable demands of the home rule 
faction. It must be made clear that there is 
another alternative, namely, to give Ireland 
local control of her local affairs on the same 
scale as given to England and Scotland and on 
principles as applicable to these countries as 
to Ireland. 

THE POST. 

The Post, commenting on Mr. Gladstone’s 
manifesto to his constituency, says the docu- 
ment bristles with transparent sophisms and 
is based throughout upon obvious fallacies.

They then parted, Britton saying that he 
would send for a friend of his in 
Chicago who was an expert and 
would have him outat Starkel’s Park on the 
following Sunday, where Powell could meet 
them to perfect their plans. They met again 

Sunday at Starkel’s accord- 
to agreement, and Britton 
with him the ‘‘expert,’’ whose name 
Powell states he does not know, but 
who took active part in the per- 
fection of the plans for the burglary. Before 
the job could be executed, however, some de- 
tective or officer, thought to be D. D. Anthony, 
but whose identity was not made known in 
the preliminary to-day, discovered the plot 
and induced Powell to squeal. 

Britton denied Powell’s allegations one 
and all; said he never was 
Starkel’s Park in his life 
knew absolutely nothing of 
plot to rob the banks as Powell alleged was 
concocted by him. He also brought for- 
ward a number. of witnesses who 
testified to his good character 
during his residence in East St. Louis. As the 
prosecution rested their case upon the state - 
ment of Powell, having nothing further of a 
criminating nature to adduce Justice Challenor 
concluded that there was no case against 
Britton and discharged him.

The Bravery of the French Minister of War.

THE absurdity of hereditary rulership is 
strikingly illustrated in the spectacle now 
presented by the Bavarian monarchy, 
The reigning king of that country for the 
past ten years has been notoriously a 
crazy man, the scion of a line of illustri- 
ous madmen. His brother was confined 
inan asylum for imbeciles. His father 
had to vacate the throne on account of 
intellectual deficiency. His grandfather’s 
reign wasan orgy of lust and freakishness 
until the people rose and drove him 
and Lora MONTEZ, his mistress, into 
exile. The king who drowned himself 
yesterday because an uncle of doubtful 
sanity had been designated as regent, has 
been receiving over a million dollars a 
year as the crowned head of the Bavarian 
Government, when in fact he was doing 
nothing but squandering vast sums of 
money, bankrupting the crown with his 
hobbies and amusing the civilized world 
with his antics. A man whom an Amer- 
ican county court would not have per- 
mitted to control an estate of $5,000 was 
permitted to figure as the sovereign ruler 
of an important German Kingdom, when 
he was so crazy that he would not let any 
woman except his mother speak to him, 
and Jimited her to one brief interview

superstitious reverence for the Lord's 
anointed” that the sceptre was not 
wrenched from this madman’s hands 
until the influence of all the royal families 
in Europe was exerted to rid monarchy of 
the shameful spectacie.

The time within which the yoad was to be 
completed was one of the essential con- 
ditions of the grant, an act of legislation 
which has never been repealed or 
amended by Congress, that body having 
repeatedly refused when asked to extend 
the time for the completion of the whole 
line beyond 1878. The plainduty of Con- 
gress is to submit this question to the 
Supreme Courtin the only way in which 
it can be submitted—by passing the act of 
re-entry.

A Decision of Interest to Property-Owners— 
Judge Thayer on Preferences to Creditors 
Foster Cases Dismissed—Default 

Entéred Against James E. Kaime in His 
Diverce Suit—The Guthrie Severance—A 


Masonic Home. 


Judge Horner to-day rendered a decision of 
interestin the case of Heman vs. McLaren, 
concerning special tax bills and their speedy 
recovery. The plaintiff sued the deferdant 


bill issued by the city to Egermann & O'Meara, 
for work done in repairing an alley. 
Judge Horner holds that the statute 


ives jurisdiction to Justices of the Peace in 
his city over special tax-bills. Itis immate- 
rialso far as the defendant. is concerned 
whether the original contractor performed the 
work or not. In case a contractor improperly 
performs his work under the contract 
the property-owner can get up such 
dereliction as a defense to the suit te enforee 
payment of the tax-bill. * 
his case, however, presented no such 
aspect. The injury to plaintiff’ was caused by 
the raising of the grade and was not 
the fault of the contractor. He fur- 
nished the material and performed the 
work; the city accepted it and issued the tax- 
bill, and the Court sees no reason for denying 
the right torecover. It would not be con- 
ducive to the public interests to allow technical 
objections to defeat the just claims of those by 
whom public improvements aremade. The 
natural resuitefthe delay and loss to con- 
tractors in their attempts to collect tax-bilis, 
is to increase the cost of public improvements 
and contractors who have faithfully performed 
their work for the public should receive as 
ihe pt payment from the property-holders as 
{they had ordered the work. 


The Kaime Divorce.

The Foster Failure. 


Judge Thayer to-day decided the cases of R. 
W. Hand, Geo. C. Chase and Hanover National 
Bank against R.R. Foster and Chas. G. Foster. 
The Court is of the opinion that neither of 


the confessions of judgment, the subject of 
controversy growing out of the Foster failure, 
can be held void by reason of defects on the 
face of the statements on which the judgments 
are tounded. The evidence leaves no doubt 
that R. R. Foster, for several months previous 
to the confessions of judgments was 
engaged in a scheme to defraud 
his creditors, but the Court’s best 
judgment is that Ward and Foster were igno- 
rant of the fact, and they were ignorant of his 
financial condition until April 10, 1885. Charles 
G. Foster, on the witness stand, impressed 
the Court favorably as a man of business in- 
tegrity. The Court can onl hold 
the judgments fraudulent by inferring 
from other facts in the case that the judgment- 
creditors accepted the confessions not asa 
means of securing their own debts, but to aid 
the debtor in forming a favorable compro- 
mise. 
The Cotirt declines to infer that the confes- 
sions were accepted with the design ef de- 
frauding, hindering or delaying other credit- 
ors. So long as the law permits an insolvent 
debtor to prefer creditors and allows the lat - 
ter to acceptthe same it must be fairly en- 
forced without reference to consequences. 
The petitioners are dismissed. 


Preferred Creditors. 


Judge Thayer decided to-day on a demurrer 
a matter of importance to creditors generally 
in the case of Fitch et al. vs. Harrington et 
al. Under the laws of this state a debtor 


always has the right to prefer a creditor and 
such preference may be made either 
by an absolute 1 of money 
or property or 8 mortgage or 
pledge of property, or by a confession of judg- 
ment whereby a lien is created. The only pro- 
hibition is to be found in the assigumest law 
wherein iw is declared that a preference shal 
not be granted in that particular form of 
conveyance. Repeatedly since the adop- 
tion of that statute, however, the right of 3 
debtor to prefer a creditor in any of the modes 
above pointed out has been upheld. It has 
been held that an instrument intended to oper- 
ate as a preference and executed in favor of 2 
articular creditor would not be construed as 
orming a part of an assigament 
althought executed nearly cotemporaneous 
therewith and in contemplation thereof. The 
Federal decisions have not been followed by 
the State courts. 
In this case, as it was not shown by the peti- 
tion that either of the judgment creditors were 
rivy to the fraudulent schemes of R. R. 
oster, whereby property was accumulated out 
of which the respective judgments are about 
to be satisfied, and as the whole purpose of the 
petition is to pass the 8 to the assignee 
on the theory that the confessions were 
fraud on the assignment law, the Court is of 
jor sytnion that the demurrer should be sus- 
ned, 


The City Responsible. 

In the case of Watts vs. Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company, Judge Thayer decides to- 
day that the city is responsible for any dam- 
age to the property of the plaintiff caused by 
change of @ or excavation, and it could 
not authorize the railway company to m 
such excavation or change of es without 
being able for damages.

Con- 
stable John F. C. Frese of the Thirteenth Dis- 
trict in his swern affidavit alleges that on or 
about the 19th day of August, 188. he visited 
the Morgue in company with Juror John 
Cuolahan, and while examining the trunk Mr. 
Cuolahan denounced Maxwellin very strong 
language, the exact words used the afilant 
being unable to remember. 

J. O. Bradshaw, ofthe firm of Bradshaw & 
Weintege, painters at 620 North Sixth street, 
swears in his affidavit that Juror Cuolahan 
prior to the Maxwell trial denounced Maxwell 
most positively and determinedly. 

Maxwell and his attorneys, John I. Martin 
and P. W. Fauntleroy, make affidavit that 
they had no knowledge of the information 
contained in the above affidavits until after 
the verdict in the case bad been rendered. 
Both attorneys also make affidavit to there 
being vacant seats in the Court-room while the 

ublic were excluded during the selection of 

he ary: and Mr. Fauntleroy further makes 
affidavits in regard to the agreement he and 
Circuit Attorney Clover entered into as 
to the admission of the afilidavits from 
— as regarding the character of Max- 
well, T. Fauntleroy claims that the 
admission of the affidavits was no 
favor to the defense as Mr. Olover improperly 
stated to the jury, forifthey had not been 
admitted the defense would have taken a con- 
tinuarnce im order to correct the defects in 


them. 

This morning Mr. Martin asked five days 
further time in which to prepare affidavits in 
support of their motion for a new trial. He 
said Mr. Fauntleroy was now out of town get- 
ting affidavits in the case. 

Judge Van Wagoner said he could not grant 
them so much time,as the stenographer of the 
court was far behind with his work. On being 
told that it was absolutely necessary that the 
defense should be granted more time, he 
finally consented to give them until Thursday 
morning at 10 o clock and said he would give 
the State Thursday and Friday and hear the 
motion argued on Saturday. 

An effort will be made to indict Mielert, 
Frese and Bradshaw, who made affidavits that 
Juror Cuolahan had expressed an opinion in 
the Maxwell case prior to the trial, for per- 
jury.

TWENTY-SIX MURDERERS. 


The Red-Handed Pets Who Enjoy Life in the 
City Jail. 


The energy displayed by the people of this 
community in committing murder is vastly 
greater thantheenergy displayedin punish- 
ing it, and, as a result, there is always a large 
and choice selection of killers in the city jail. 
Of the 170 prisoners in that institution at pres- 
ent, no less than twenty-six are in on charges 
of murder in the first degree, aside from 
those who are there for a lower 
degree of murder, and the various 


degrees of manslaughter. Murders have be- 
come so common here that a man no longer 
gains any particular distinction by committing 
the deed, unless it be some pees like Max- 
well, whe adopts some particularly striking 
or ghastly manner of disposing of his victim. 
In fact about the only thing the State guaran- 
tees them as a reward for their deed is several 
years of idle and luxurious life, Without a very 
strong prospect of final acquittal. If by any 
mishap they are executed, there are no fire- 
works in the evening as im the good town of 
Titipu, but the general rejoicing is there. 

The murder-in-the-fourth-degree- pets whom 
Jailor Siegmund now has under his charge 
are: Whites—Jack Hayes, the father of the 
jail, admitted August 30, 1881;Wm. Woods, 
admitted September 9, 1832; John O’Hara, 
October 14, 1884; — Landgraf, March 10, 
1885; Adam Kuehner, Junel, 1885; Walter H. 
Lennox-Maxweill, alias Hugh M. Brooks, 
August 18, 1885; Charles Sherman, August 27, 
1885; Wm. Brewer, October 6, 1885; Charles 
Kemmerly, October 6, 1885; Jerry Pagel, No- 
vember 20, 1885; Michael Gilmore, January 18, 
1886; Edward H. Coates, March 8, 1886; Henry

Of this extensive list about the only persons 
known to fame are Maxwell, the chloroformer; 
Sadie Hayes, the negress who slew Police 
Sergeant Jenks; Jack Hayes, the oldest pris- 
oner in the jail and the cold-blooded murderer 
of saloon keeper Phillip Mueller; and the 
Chinamen. The others are seldom spoken 
of and although some of their crimes 
were most diabolical, people have leng since 
forgotten them. Thus fickleis fame. Ten of 
the prisoners have already been convicted of 
murder in the first degree—Maxwell, Jack 
Hayes, William Woods, John O’Hora, Adam 
Kuebner, white; Chyo Goom, Chyo Chiagek, 
Chinese; Sadie Hayes, Daniel Jewell and b- 
ert Grayer, colored. 

Thé year ending with the past month has 
been unusually brisk inthe way of murders, 
there being no lessthan eighteen murderers 
committed to jail in that time, or an average 
of one murderer and a balf per month. While 
murderers keep up their work at this rate 
there is no chance for the law to keep pace 
with them.

| The Only True Solution toa Perplexing Situ- 
ation—He Adiiits that Coercion Has Been 
an Entire Failure—The Benefits Promised 
by the New Policy. 
London, June 13.—Mr. Gladstone has issued 
dhe following manifesto to the electors of Mid- 
lothian: 


GENTLEMEN—In consequence of the defeat of 
the bill for the better government of Ireland, 
the Ministry advised and her Majesty was 

leased to sanction the dissolution of Parlia- 

ent for a decision by the nation of the 
vest, and likewise the simplest, issue that 
been submitted to it for half a century. It 
only a sense of the gravity of this issue 
which induces me, ataperiod of life when 
mature cries aloud for a repose, to seek, alter 
sitting in thirteen Parliaments, aseat in tho 
fourteenth, and with this view to solicit 
for the fifth time the honor ot your confi- 
dence. At the last election I endeavored in 
my addresses and speeches to impress upon 
the fact that a great crisis had arrived in 
De affairs of Ireland. Weak as the Govern- 
ment was for ordinary purposes, it had great 
advantages for dealing with that crisis. A 
comprehensive measure proceeding from that 
Government would have received warm and 
extensive support from within the Liberal 
ty, and would probably have closed the 
sh controversy within the present session 
and have left the Parliament of 18385, free to 
rosecute the now stagnant work of ordimary 
slation, with the multitude of questions it 
includes. My earnest hope was to support 
the late Cabinet in such a course of policy. 
THE CONSERVATIVE POLICY. 

On the 26th of last January the opposite pol-

Therefore, I viewed without re- 
gretthe fall of the late Cabinet, ind when 
summoned by her Majesty to form a new one !

of the Government nd there is the 

lan of Lord Salisbury. ur plan is that Ire- 
and should, under well-eonsidered condi- 
tions, transact her own affairs. His plan is to 
ask Parliament to renew repressive lass 
and enforce them resolutely for twenty years, 
by the end of which time, he assures us, that 
Ireland will de t to accept any government 
in the way ot a local government, on the re- 
peal of the coercion laws, you may wish to 

ive her. I leave this — project to speak 

or itself in its unadorned simplicity, and I 
turn tothe proposed policy of the Govern- 


ment. 
A PAPER UNION. 

Our opponents, gentiemen, whether Tories 
or seceders, have assumed the name of Union- 
ists.

She is content to receive 
her legislature in a form divested of — 
tives which 1 have impaired her imperial 
interests, and better adapted than the settle 
ent of 1782 to secure her regular control of 
er own affairs. She has not repelled but bas 
welcomed the stipulations for the protection 
of the minority. 
To such provisions we have given, and shail 
give, careful heed, but I trust Scotland will 
condemn the attempts so singularly made to 
linportinto the comtroversy a venomous ele- 
ment of religious bigotry. Let her take warn- 
ing by the deplorabie riots in Belfast and other 
places in the North.

ORGANZING THE SERVANT GIRLS. 


How the Knights of Labor Are Extending 
Their Order—The Relief Fund. 


The presence of T. B. McGuire of New York 
in the city has given a stimulus to the or- 
ganization of new Knights of Labor assem- 
blies and the membership of the order is 
rapidly increasing. The principle ob- 
ject of McGuire’s visit is to Pro- 
vide for the support and comfort 


of Kalghts who participated in the late Gould 
system strike and are still unemployed. He 
apparently bas unlimited resources to draw 
upon and can be seen daily at Hurst’s Hotel 
distributing large sums of money to needy 
Knights. During the past four days 
since his arrival here McGuire has 
disbursed over $10,000 from the etrikers’ relief 
fund, and he expects to continue his labors in 
that line for probably a week or more. 

For over a month past a number of promi- 
nent local Knights of Labor organizers 
bave been industriously at work amon 
the servant girls of the city, wit 
very satisfactory results to the order. A 
Local Assembly has been organized and they 
will be admitted tothe Knfghts of Labor as 
part of a National District A to be 
composed entirely of servant girls. nights 
of Labor who occupy high and responsibie 
positions in the order, when ap- 
proached upon the subject by 
* Post-DIsPpaATCH reporter, admitted 
that strenuous efforts were being made to 
bring the girls within the fold and under the 
protection of the great labor organization. It 
was also ascertaised that the local assembly 
already numbers im the neighborhood of 160 
members and is increasing at every

Lambs. 


Here, read this and go and make a fort- 
une,“ said a well-known Pine street broker 
to a Post-DIsPATCH reporter this morning as 
he stopped backing checks a moment and 
tossed a slip of telegraph paper across his 
desk. The reporter picked up the slip of 
Paper and read it. It was dated from an 


Eastern city and read: 

Buy —— stock. There will be meeting of 
the directors here Thursday, at which divi- 
dend will be declared. Net earnings will give 
rate of 6 cent on stock.

The broker is one of the lucky kind, and the 
reporter’s face was like a bookmaker’s who 


had a pet full of bets on Irish Pat, until his 
hand fumbled around and struck a solitary 
quarter in his vest pocket. 

Is this from your private correspondent?’’ 

„Tes, and I have a good many of the same 
kind. get one every now and then from 
correspondents that are so private that I don’t 
know who they are myself. You have heard of 
the mysterious tips signed by initials which 
flooded New York and other cities recently. 
One of the initials gave straight tips for 
awhile, and worked up quite an excitement. 
Every day or so I get a tip just like this, and it 
goes right here. 

Do you ever act on them?’’ .

ifitis allright. Some one may buy on it jus 
fora chance and that creates a little ac#vity 
out of which the sender reaps some benefit.’ 

Do you think any intelligent broker would 
act on such advice?“ 

Hardly, but it would be difficult for me to 
— 4 Human nature is queer. A broker 
might be led to investigate or he might 
show it to his friends and they might 
be led to invest, and in this way 
the sender makes a profit on the investments. 

You would be surprised at the number of peo- 

le who believe everything they hear. hen 

was a younger man I was in partnership wits 
a broker who talked everything he hadon 
hand, no matter how wild the scheme, to 
every one. I made it a rule never to talk on a 
subject unless I knew all about it and could 
substantiate every word I said. 1 took it for 
granted that others knew as much about 
a piece of business as I did, and 
treated others accordingly. I found I was mis- 
taken and that nine out of ten men,if you pre- 
tend to know everything, and talk to them as 
if they knew nothing, take 12 at your word 
and accept whatever you tell them. Nine out 
of ten are fools on the big majority of business 
questions in the sense that you can pull them 
any bai | you want if go 
about t right. 1 have found 
another thing. e may sit here and ridicule 
this tip, but it may stick in your mind and you 
— go out and act on it just for the chance 
and get the laugh on me if it turns out all 
right. Ifit don’t, you will keep quiet. I may 
do the same thing. A man thinks: ‘‘Well, 
there may be something in this and I'll risk it 
on the chance? Men are taking 
these kind chances in 
thing and are acting on them. 
touter, the broker and the gambler make 
money on this kind of gullibility in human 
nature. Such tips as this one may on 
nine men and catch the tenth man. 

Is there much profit in it; the telegraph 
expenses amount to something?“ 

The expenses are slight. The man 
who wants to create activity in  cer- 
tain stock sends out say ten messages 
to St. Louis; fifteen to Chicago, and say five to 
Kansas City.

The Association received 
a communication from the journey- 
men butchers and sausage work- 
ers, asking for ten hours’ work from 
September 1, and — say that it it is granted 
they pledge themselves to fiaht against the 
dressed-beef monopoly on which the boss 
butchers are now makinga war. A committee 
of three has been appointed to look into the 
grievances of the journeymen, and it is 
thought that their request will be granted. It 
is said that at present a number ot the men 
average sixteen hours for a day’s work.

Details of the Burke-Nolan Combat 
at Cincinnati. 


The Yachting Regatta To-Morrow at New 
York—Capt. A. J. St. John Tells His EKR 
péricnces at Lake Pullman—Ex-Umpire 
Tunison Says Something Interesting — 
The Ramblers’ Bun—Sporting and Base 
Ball Gossip. 


New Yorx, June 14.—The sport-loving souls 
of the members of the Atlastie Yacht Club 
will be filled with the keenest kind of delight 
u the brisk southerly breeze that deco- 
rated the bay with white frills yesterday pre- 
vails to-morrow. The three giant sloops, the 
Atlantic, Priscilla and Paritan could not re- 
gist the temptation of aspin down through 
she narrows into the sail dotted open. The 
Priscilla left her anchorage off Stapleton 
about II o’clock, just as the Atlantic left hers 
off Bay Ridge. In the beat toward the Hook 
the Priscilla, according to the testimony of 
spectators on the Staten Island shore, seemed 
to have the advantage of the Attantic. 

The Puritan leisurely worked her way out to 
the point of the Hook. Her owner, Mr. J. 
Malcolm Forbes, had his wife and several 
other ladies abroard,and therefore did not 
desire to race. He says he did not get 
near enough to his old rival and the Atlantic 
to enable him to form an opinionof their 
probable power. He was one of the many 
witnesses of their homeward run before the 
wind. The Atlantic after passing through the 
Narrows swept close to the Long Island shore. 
The iron boat, although breasting the flood 
tide of the channel, darted past the Atlantic 
with apparent ease. Mr. Forbes said it looked 
as if the Priscilla was a better boat before the 
wind. He admired the almost perfect set of 
the Atlantic’s sail, but said nothing else about 


her. 

In regard to the Priscilla, Mr. Forbes said he 
believed that her alterations had made her 
practically a new boat. He regarded her asa 
very formidable rival. 

Mr. Forbes hopes that the Puritan’s admirers 
will not put too much faith in her because she 
vanquished the Genesta last year. Overcom- 
ing three big center-boarders, he said, wasa

JAKE GAUDAUR THE CHAMPION, 


Detailed Account of the Big Boat Race at 
Pullman, Saturday. 


Several thousand people at Pullman, says 
the Chicago Tribune of yesterday, saw John 
Teemer, the champion sculler of America, 
cross the finish line one of the worst beaten 
men that ever set foot in a shell. The story of 
the rave isso ontold. Gaudaur set the pace 
and made it so killing that Teemerwas a 
beaten man when the turn was reached. 


Gaudaur turned a length in advance and shot 
away in splendid form for home. Teemer 
turned slowly and painfully, lost at least four 
lengths, and was never afterwards in the race. 
Gaudaur rested several times going home, and 
camein winner by one-quarter of a mile in 
22:14, 2:12% slower than the record. The cry 
ot a sold race was raised on all sides. Two 
things, however, go to show that it was 
straight. The defeat was too bad fora sold 
race, and the Teemer men eagerly made bets 
at4to leven while the men were rowing the 
frst half of the race. Teemer money went 
begging at odds, and Gaudaur men were shy 
about taking it even at the odds offered. 

The two men passed the day quietly, a good 
portion of it being devoted tosleep. The sun 
was 1 hot and a stiff southwest breeze 
made the White caps dance merrily on Lake 
Calumet. As the sun went down the breeze 
went with it until not more than a gentle rip- 
pile was tobe seen and the yachts hovering 
about the course had hardly steerage-way. 
The men were slow in leaving the boat- houses 
and waited until the last moment for the 
smoecthest possible water. Soon after 7 o’ clock 
Gaudaur ew 4 from his quarters and rowed 
rapidly tor He was quickly followed 

Tee audaur won the tosg and took 
e insi urse, next the shore that being 
referable because of the shelter of the shore 
m the light breeze which blew almost di- 
rectly inst them. The pistol was fred at 
7:22. oth men got away together in good 
— After a dozen or two okes Gaudaur 
o down to thirty-five strokes to the min- 
ute, sending his shell very rapidly and very 
evenly through the water. Teemer was pull- 
thirty-four. © men passed the press- 
boat—a steam -tug—as though it were standing 
still. At 200 yards from the line it was seen 
that Gaudaur was considerably ahead and in- 
creas ale lead. Teemer was quick to gras 
the situation, and buckled down to his 
work with a vigor and strength 
that within the next 100 yards brought 
him upon even terms with Gaudaur. At 
three-quarters of a mile, half-way to the turn a 
cach was pulling thirty-two strokes to the 
minute, with Gaudaur slightly in the lead and 
setting the paco. At oue and one-quarter 
miles, a quarter of a mile from the turn, each 
man was pulling twenty-eight strokes to the 
minute, daur about a boat length in the 
lead. Gaudaur reached the stake-boat a short 
length ahead and made a wagniticent turn, 
appearing to be in excellent form and well 
within uimself. Teemer made a poor turn, 
although no man in the world can make a 
quicker or neater turn than he, and lost sev- 
eral lengths while turni 


Gaudaur shot away for howse apparently as 
fresh as when he started, and from that mo- 
ment Teemer was not in the race. Three- 
3 — of a mile from the turn Teemer was

The referee, A. E. Heighway, Jr., called up 
the men, asked Teemer if he had aay claim to 
make, and upon receiving a negative reply 
awarded the race and stakes of $1,000 a side to 
Gaudaur. . 

Teemer is a great favorite at Pullman, where 
he broke the record in and rowed his first 
noteworthy race. His defeat was taken hard 
and there was more or less talk about a sold 
race. There is every reason to believe, how- 
ever, that the race was square and thatthe de- 
feat was genuine. If Teemer sold the race, he 
also sold out his backers, sinee they placed 
large amounts of money at heavy odds after 
the men had started and tried to place thon- 
sands of dollars which found no takers at 
odds of $1,000 to $700, two to one, and four to 


one. : 
Late in the evening Teemer challenged Gau- 


daur in person and also his backer, st. Jobn, 


and offered to put up aforteitof any amount 
for another race. The challenge was not ac- 
cepted, and will be made Officially within a 
few days. The general opinion among the 
knowing ones last night was that Teemer was 
overtrained, and having a trifle the worse of 
the course, was fairly and squarely beaten by 
Gaudaur, who was in the best form of his life. 
Atany rate Gaudaur finished comparatively 
fresh, while Teemer was more exhausted than 
at the close of any previous race. He had a 
trife more wind and motion than Gaudaur, 
and, asthe wind blew diagonally across the 
course, had to use his right arm severely to 
keep a straight course. 

In speaking of the race later in the evening 
Teemer said that his right arm gave out with- 
in a short distance of the turn,and that he was 
fairly and squarely rowed out by Gaudaur. 

Gaudaur, as the result of the race, goes to 
England for the international regatta next fall 
as the champion of America. Teemer says he 
will be in the race, and expresses a belief that 
he will retrieve his lost laurels. 

Germain, Teemer’s backer, stated last night 
to the Tribune representative, for pubDlica- 
tion, that the race was square, that the result 
was a complete surprise to all concerned, and 
that they had believed until the race was half 
over that Teemer had a walkaway. They had 
believed Teemer in the best of condition, and 
at a private trial within three weeks he had 
shown time eighteen seconds better than any 
of his previous private records. They had 

iven heavy odds on the race, had lost heav- 
lly, and were strong in their beliefthat Teemer 
had been beaten on his merits. -

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THE CONQUEROR COMES HOME. 


Mr. J. A. St. John Has a Word to Say 
About That Race, 


The best evidence I’ve got to show how we 
won that race, said Mr. J. A. St. John, who 
returned this morning from Chicago with 
Hamm and Gaudaur, is this, and he pro- 
duced a check signed by the business manager 
of the Cincinnati Enquirer calling for $2,000. 

The race,’’ continued Gaudaur’s backer, 
was a contest of square, fair and able oars- 


manship with want of confidence and bluff, 
bluster and blow. Teemer has proven all 
that I heid of him all along. He is a 
stout, strong, forcible young fellow, but he 
hasn't got the ability to cope with a man of 
Gaudaur'’s scope.» Theirace was won forthe 
last three-qurrters of amileand easily. Jake 
pulled a long, steady, sweeping stroke—a 
stroke that counts—while Teemer seemed slow 
and unable to catch the water properly. At 
the turn he made a few fierce digs but they 
were desperate digs and not of that . 
kind that win a race. The water was so roug 
that we didn’t know what to do at first 
and the referee said he would 
leave it to the two men to 
choose for themselves. Gaudaur said he pre- 
ferred to go into the race — away instead 
of waiting until Monday, and Teemer did not 
object. The water was bad for one as well 
as the other, and so they went in. At the very 
start Gaudaur swept ahead and maintained a 
lead until the finish, and that rowing afainst 
white caps, that is, rolling waves with a break, 
Jake did not keep up his pace for the reason 
that he knew the race was his, and often dur- 
ing the first mile and a haif he waved his 
cap at Teemer beckoning him to come on, For 
the first half of the race the time beat the 
record. It was calculated that the water was 
a minute slow, at the very least. This taken 
into consideration Jake beatthe record. ‘The 
time published in the Chicago papers was 
wrong. They said it was 22:14, but the official 
time was 21:14, and this is within 1:13 of the 
record. When the race was over the excite- 
ment among the Pittsburg 1 was 
immense; they yelled and bowled and raved, 
so certain were they of Gaudaur’s defeat. 

„Was it true that you reiused to make an- 
other match?’’ 

‘‘Letmeexplain. As soon as the thing was 
over some Pittsburg fellow rushed up to me 
and said excitedly: 

I bet you $1,000 that Teemer will beat 
Gaudaur on the Monongahela course, and let 
the race be rowed within six weeks. 

**I replied that there was plenty of time to 
make races when the excitement was over. 1 
told them to come around the next day 
and we wouid arrange a match for any amount 
they wanted, and would pick neutral water. 
Yesterday there wasn’t oneof them hada 
word tosay. Theefiects of the whisky they 
had drunk had worn off.’’ 

How did the betting go?’’ 

‘*] never saw such reckless betting in all my 
life. The Pittsburg people seemed to have 
lost all sense, and were so certain that their 
man would win that they didn’t even 
ask for even money, or didn’t believe 
that anybody woul be fool enough 
to give it. I know one man 
staked the iast dollar he had and $50 he bor- 
rowed on Gaudaur and won $300 on the wager. 
The fact of the matter is that Teemer’s beart 
broke and he didn’t try to row. He knew 
well the kind of form Jake was in and knew 
from the very start the kind of mastery he had 
to fight with. Of course he couldn’t 
teil that to his backers, and that 
is the secret of their confidence. German, 
Teemer's backer, Chief of Detectives O'Mara, 
of Pittsburg, and a Mr. Kelly, also from Pitts- 
burg, they say, lost over $10,000 on the race. 
There were about 2,000 people present. 

Gaudaur and Hamm left immediatdly for 
Creve Coeur Lake on their arrival here and 
will probably row in the regatta at White Bear 
Lake on June 26.

“THEM’S OUR FIGURES.” 


Quakertown Agitated Over a Strike of the 
Strawberry Pickers. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTon. 

Nonwioen, Conn., June il4.—The good 
Quakers ot old Quakertown, in the remote and 
stony town of Ledyard, areina pickle and 
they don’t know what to do. Their strawberry 
pickers have struck for another cent a quart. 
Quakertown raises not much except strawber- 
ries, huckleberries, grass and geese. Nothing 
else will grow on the poor soil. Thirty families 
in Quakertown raise about all the strawberries 
in Eastern Connecticut. They market them in 
New London, Mystic, Stonington and this 
city. All the markets are equi distant 
about a dozen miles. The Quakertown women 
carry all the berries to market. They 
get out of bed while the stars are still shining 
and rattle over the hills in crazy-looking 
wagons, piled high with crates, to the towns. 
They get into town 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. Their strawberries are handled by local 
agents who ship them onthe railroads. If the 
Quakertowners fail to come to market ona 
morning in June, the people along the rail- 
roads between Norwich and Worcester and 
New London and Providence cannot have fresh 
etrawberries that day. The pickers, 200 or 300 
girls and boys, struck Saturday, and every 
strawberry shortcake that was built in the 
land north and east of this city had 
to be eaten without any berries. The 
pickers had been getting 2 cents a gu for 
their work and they wanted 8. There had 
been discontent among them for several days 
over the low wages, and Saturday when the 
200 or 800 pickers swore off on the 2-cent rate 
each red-cheeked boy stuck his red-staine 
fist deeply into the right-hand pocket of his 
brown overalls and affirmed that ‘‘He’d be 
ol durned it ennybody could own him any 
onger fur 2 cents aquart.’’ And each round- 
faced girl under her big flapping sun hat 
tartly replied that ‘‘she wus reed, too. 
The situation was a serious one. ach Quaker 
family own from ten to thirty acres of straw- 
berry plants; the season is now just at its 
height and bundreds of bushels ef berries are 
rotting in the hot sun. The Quakers are 
stubborn, but if anything can soften the 
enamel of their resolution it is the prospective 
loss of adollarortwo. So they went out into 
the pasture lot yesterday afternoon and made 
overtures to the pickers who had propped 
themselves against the wall and were whist- 
ling ‘‘Anybody’s Darling, in a pensive tone. 
They said to the pickers that they were getting 
only s cents a quart for their berries, that 2 
cents a basket to pickers had been and was 
yet the prevailing rate of wages and that 3 
cents a quart was more than they could pay 
and live. The boys stopped whistling long 
enough to sulkily reply: ‘‘Them’s our 
figures, an’ that’s all there is on it, and 
caught on the tune where they bad dropped it, 
but the giris echoed with pouting lips that 
they wus agreed, too.“ By this ungracious 
reception of their advances the strawberry 
growers were still more affronted, and they 
swore, in the Quakerish way, that they would 
never yield, that they would see their bushels 
of strawberries all rot onthe ground before 
they would pay another cent a quart tothe 
pickers. Neither would the pickers submit, 
and the strike 16 still on. The effect is that all 
the birds in New London County have gone 
down to Quakertown and are having a picnic 
in the strawberry plantations, and hardly any- 
one in the towns of Eastern Connecticut, 
Southern Massachusetts and Western Rhode 
Island can get any strawberries to eat.

BRIEF, BUT LIVELY. 


Two Prominent New Yorkers Have a Fight in 
a Hotel Rotunda.

NEW YORK, June 14.—Isador Wormser of the 
well-known banking house ot I. &S. Wormser, 
and Samuel Lavenburg ofthe dry goods firm 
of Lavenburg Brothers, No. 34 Thomas street, 
have not been on the best of terms for some 
time. Mr. Lavenburg is a member of the Stock 
Exchange, and both men are well known in 
Wall street. This little unpleasantness 
culminated yesterday afternoon in a fight be- 
tween thetwo speculatorsin the rotundaof 


the Windsor Hotel, in which umbrellas were 
freely used on each other’s heads, to the 
destrtuction of hata and dignity, but 
fortunately bloodshed was averted. 

Several weeks aco Mr. Wormser substituted 
a blood red feather in his hat for his custom- 
ary green peacock feather. This attracted 
Mr. Lavenburg’s attention, and heasked Mr. 
Wormser why he changed his colors. Mr. 
Wormser answered that he was a bear on St. 
Paul and therefore wore the red plume. Lav- 
enburg then tried to argue Wormser out of his 
bearish theory, saying he wasa firm believer 
in St. Paul. Mr. Wormser facetiously re- 
marked: Wx do yes go back on your 
creed?’’ This offended Mr. Lavenburg, and 
the gentlemen have avoided each other since. 
Yesterday, shortly before lo’clock, Mr. Lav- 
enburg strolled into the Windsor Hotel, 
where he saw Mr. Wormser sitting on a sofa 
in the back part of tne rotunda, talking to 
Angelo Meyers. Mr. Lavenburg walked up to 
them and said to Mr. Meyers: 

„„I wish to speak to you before you go 
away. 

Mo. Wormser turned and said: Tou should 
not interrupt gentlemen’s conversation, 

‘*I was not interrupting a gentieman’s con- 
vyersation,’’ replied Mr. venburg hotly. 

Mr. Wormser flushed at this insinuation, and 
jumping up said: ‘‘You dirty loafer,’’ and 
struck Mr. Lavenbuts overthe head with his 
umbrella, knocking that gentieman’s hat off. 

Mr. Lavenbnrg fell back under the blow, 
which was well aimed, and recovering himself 
dealt Mr. Wormsera blow on the sideof his 
head, also knocking his hatoff. By this time 
both gentiemen’s fighting blood was aroused, 
and, throwing the umbrellas aside, they 
squared off in Jobn L. Sullivan style, Mr. Lav- 
enburg saying to Mr. Wormser: 

‘This is not the proper place; come outside 
and I'll take some of that fat oft vou. 

Mr. Wormser did not offer to go outside, but 
made ablow at Mr. Lavenburg's nose, narrow- 
ly missing that useful member. Mr. Laven- 
burg returned the blow, grazing the side of 
Mr. Mr. Wormser’s head. There were a good

Mr. Wormser had by that time worked him- 
self up to a state of rage, while Mr. Lavenburg 
was getting cooler and preparing ‘‘to 
do up““ his antagonist in truly 
scientific style. They were preparing to rush 
at each other — when the porter of the 
hotel, Henry Webb, and several ——— 
rushed between the belligérents. The porter 
led Mr. Lavenburg out to the front of the cor- 
ridor, leaving Mr. Wormser surrounded by a 
crowd anxiously inguiring about his injuries 
and the cause of the quarrel. The two gentie- 
men cooled down in a few minutes and Mr. 
Lavenburg started home, followed a few 
minutes later by Mr. Wormser. Both hats, 
which had received the brunt of the battle, 
had been picked up by the porters, brushed 
and restored to their owners considerably the 
worse for wear. Mr. Wormser did not reap- 

ear in the hotel during the day but Mr. Laven- 
— came up some time in the evening, still 
with blood in his eye and ready to do Mr. 
Wormser up if he saw him. 

In explanation of the cause of the affray 
Mr. Lavenburg told a friend that both he and 
Mr. Angelo Meyers were largely interested in 
Texas properties, which of late had been 
affected by drought. He had received word 
from Texas that the drought had been fol- 
lowed by heavy rains, which neering news 
he wished to communicate to Mr. Meyers.

FINDING AN OUTLET. 


The Lackawanna Road Building a Branch 
for Chicago Connection, 


New York, June 14.—A Buffalo special to 
the Times, says: During the last few weeks, 
a surveying party claiming to be under pay of 
the Lackawanna, has been running a line to 
the Westafew miles South of the Lake Shore 
and Nickel Plate roads. Through this county 
the line takes an almost direct Southerly 
course, passing through the town of Boston. 


Railroad men who have heard of the move- 


ment of the party seem to bave the opinion 
that the Lackawanna intends to get 
to Chicago over its own line. Ever 
since the trouble with the Nickel Plate 
over the transfer of Western freight, 
it has been apparent that an independent out- 
Jet was needed. The Grand Trunk, the onl 
Western road outside of the Vanderbilt 
system, which the Lackawanna could use 
was in such close relations with the West 
Shore that it was not looked upon with special 
favor. Then it was that the Lackawanna 
began 4 — up a — lake trade, the ship- 
ments by lake to Toledo for points along the 
line of the Wabash being especially heavy. 
This, itis claimed, broughtthe matter closely 
to the attention of the managers, and the 
necessity of an independent Western outlet 
was pla nly seen. Steps were taken during 
the recent Nickel! Plate litigation to secure th 
road, but they failed. Then, it is said, in o 

to enter the field with more knowledge of the 
subject, the surveying corps was sent out to 
ascertain the cost of a newline. From the 
course taken by the surveyors, it is believed 
that the line will be run to Marion, III., where 
connection will be made with the Ohicago & 
Atlantic for Chicago, and through that road 
with the Wabash for St. Louis and Southwest- 
ern points. The survey will also enable the 
Directors of the road to act with the knowl- 
ates of another proposition to buy the Nickel- 
P ate.
